Alaska offers great opportunities, for, 
like the “Great American desert” and 
much of the Canadian Northwest Terri¬ 
tory, It has outlived its reputation for 
sterility and hopelessness, and is now 
ready to be exploited. 


English Consul Saves the Life of am 
American Sailor. 

In recalling incidents of International 
courtesy, when British and Americans 
have supported each other, a writer In 
the Boston Transcript tells the follow¬ 
ing story which came from an Ameri¬ 
can sailor who had landed at a port in 
Chili: 

(The men had gone ashore and become 
somewhat hilarious, and one of the po¬ 
lice officers, instead of warning him 
not to make a noise in the street, drew 
ids sword and knocked him down.

He rushed over to tile American con¬ 
sul and c-rled: 

“Loring! You’re not going to let them 
shoot that man?” 

“What can I doV” was the answer. 
“I have protested against it. I can do 
no more,” 

“Give me your flag!” cried the Eng¬ 
lishman. 

With the two flags in his hand, in; 
ran to the field, v.bowed his way 
through the crowd and soldiery and 
reached the prisoner. He folded the 
American flag about him and laid the 
Union Jack over it. He stepped back, 
and faced the officers and soldiery. 

“Shoot, if you dare,” he shouted, 
“through the heart of England and 
America!” 

The man was not shot.

Under Certain Conditions It WiUBant 
the Strongest Cask. 

A single pint of water will bunt a 
strongly built iron-hooped oaken cask 
as quickly as though a dozen pounds of 
gunpowder were exploded within It It 
Is a well-known law of physics that tbe 
pressure exerted by liquids Increasing 
ln proportion to their depth. Suppose, 
therefore, that we have a strong cask 
filled with water and standing on end. 
The staves of this cask may be made 
to burst apart by adding a very small 
quantity of water to what Is already 
in the cask. 

As the cask is already full some way 
of adding the water must be devised. 
To do this a hole is bored in the end 
or head of the cask and a long tube of 
small diameter is Inserted upright At 
the upper end of the tube Is a small 
funnel, into which water is poured until 
the tube becomes full, aud when that 
point is reached the cask will burst

If you take good care of the starter in 1 
that way, you can k^ep it for months, 
and it will be even better than the firstj 
time. You can make your own starter, 
and don’t need to buy any culture. You : 
just take the milk and put it aside, and 
let it get sour, and then go on in the ^ 
same way as above. 

You may use the starter once or twice i 
a week to ripen your cream with, and 
the other days use the buttermilk. Reg¬ 
ulate it so that the cream gets ripe in 
about eighteen to twenty hours, and no 
less or longer, and never churn the 
cream before it gets thick, and don’t let 
it get overripe; it makes the butter 
greasy.

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METHOD OF FUMIGATION. 

Fumigation for scale is an art in 
which perfection is only acquired by ex¬ 
perience.
